structing these evening classes.

In order to remain on the AMCPC 
council ,the members must maintain 
a ‘’C’’ average or better. Tuesday's 
council immediately began negotia- 
tions toward a possibly amended code 
for elections. Tentative plans would 
call for a 2.5 or “’C”’ plus average 
to qualify for election, and a regular 
““C'’ average to remain on the coun- 
cil. A committee is currently look- 
ing into this plan.

Tadlock and Blacow Contest Verocity 


of Magazine Article, U.S. Education 


“His comparisons are insidious and unfair,” stated Dr. Joseph 
Blacow. 


“He's a dishonest scholar,” said dean of instruction Max Tadlock. 


The MPC mentors were discussing professor Arthur Bestor and 
his article “We Are Less Educated Than 50 Years Ago,” which ap- 
peared in the Nov. 30 issue of U.S. News & World Report. 


He attempts to answer such ques- 
tions as, ‘‘Is the U.S. School system 
in trouble? Are Russian schools really 
better?’ and others. The University 
of Illinois professor gives his opinion 
as ’’Yes’’ on almost all accounts. 

A return to the 3 R’‘s is needed, he 
stresses. School program have for- 
saken the fundamentals for ‘‘social 
adjustment’’ courses. 

“His is a dishonest presentation,”’ 
stated Dr. Blacow, in discussing the 
article. ‘‘While he speaks in ‘glitter- 
ing generalities,, he uses to many 
fallacious assumptions.” 

Dean Tadlock added, ‘’The chief 
fallacy of the Bestorian reasoning is 
that he attacks the whole for the 
wrong of a part.” 


WHAT'S MISSING ? 


A CORSAGE OF COURSE,.. 


Or, suggested Dr. Blacow,’’ he 
cites isolated cases for evidence of 
tacts: 

One of Dr. Bestor’s main points is . 
that the gifted child suffers from 
the modern system of education. 
“The object of education in a de- 
mocracy is to raise the intellectual 
level of the population, not to level 
it down. A democracy needs trained 
minds more than a country where 
the power is in the hands of a few.” 
In today’s school, he says, the curri- 
culum is geared for mediocrity. The 
gifted child suffers, he maintains. 

“In don’t think anyone would 
deny that we don’t do enough for 
the more intelligent student,’’ agreed 
Dean Tadlock. ‘’I sometimes think 
we take this attitude because we feel 
the gifted student will take care of 
himself.”’ 


‘Unfortunately we ‘do teach the 
‘convoy system’ of education,’’ agrees 
Dr. Blacow. ‘“We proceed only as 
rapidly as the slowest vehicle.”’ 

“1 am not defending the present 
program against his attack,’’ stressed 
the Dean, ‘’but | feel Bestor is talk- 
ing off the top of his head. He’s 
taking advantage of his position as 
an imminent educator to make these 
statements, | feel, just for commer- 
cial gain.” Og 

Grinning, Tadlock added, ‘I put 
about as much stock in its validity . 
as | would Joe DiMaggio telling me Boe ok 
he eats Wheaties. It doesn’t mean ate 
much.’’ 

With all his talk of fundamentals, 
Bestor misses an important point, — 
said both the interviewees: He has 
not taken into consideration the so- 
cial and economic changes during the 
50 year period. 

A few years ago the same tests 
were given to Boston school children, 
which had been given in 1900. The 
new generation. received higher 
scores than had_ their predecessors, 
related Tadlock. ‘If Dr. Bestor were 
being objective, why did he disre- 
gard this?’

Student dreams of MPC growing 
into a four year institution seem 
rather impractical, but the hope of 
expanding the academic curriculum 
to the equivalent of three years 
study at a four year state college seem 
bright, according to Dr. Joseph Bla- 
cow. 

MPC stands slight chance of be- 
coming a four year state college since 
the distribution of state colleges is 
based on its population center and 


the distance the students must travel, 


Dr. Blacow said. In Northern Cali- 
fornia Alameda County, the Modesto 
area and Napa Valley are in critical 
need of state colleges since students 
travel so far to attend others. 

‘Actually we still haven't filled 
the existing state colleges to their 
maximum in the surrounding areas 
with the exception of San Jose State,”’ 
Dr. Blacow commented. 

Dr. Blacow also expressed little 
faith in the possibilities of MPC be- 
coming a private institution since 
many students would find it too ex- 
pensive and there would still be 
need for a junior college. 

“With our new expansion plan 


MPC will become a junior college 
with a curriculum consisting of 3rd 
year division courses,’’ he said.

Vice President Horace Starr 
would also like to see a four year 
college in this area, but not on this 
campus. 

Commissioner of Social Activi- 
ties, Ev Tyler, was quite enthusias- 
tic about the prospect. Ev said, 
“This location is lovely for a uni- 
versity.” She explained that the 
school property adjacent to the 
football field could be utilized for 
the necessary expanding. 

Commissions of Publications, 
Chuck McFadden said, “It is a 


great idea for MPC to become a 
four year college, possibly a branch 


of the University of California. 
With dormatories and other fa- 
cilities for residént students, this 
plan would make it handy for out- 
of-town students .and_ probably 
draw them from great distances.”
